Of no one could Theodore O'llnra's "liivouac of 
the Dead" have been more appropriately written 
than of General Buckner, whole grave will be in 
tlM.Frwikfort Ctnetery with that of the poet-

The cemetery is one of the most beautiful spofi 
that was ever consecrated to the dead. Residents 
of I^rankfort are sometimes joked aWit'its being 
a favorite place for an aftwnoon stroll. But why 
Mtt A little communion now and then with the 
members of the silent majority has a chastening 
and an ennobling effect. There ia no brtter ob- 
ject lesson for those of us who are living, and es- 
pecially for those of us who have yet to moke our 
way and our mark lu the world, than to read the 
inw^iptions upon the monumenta reared to thoie 
whose work wai-well done, and who were revered 
while living, and are revered in death, by their fel- 
low men. To read the lesson amid incomparably 
beautiful surroundings heightens its effect. And 
nobody whose soul is attuned to tiiat which is 
beautiful in nature and in life eau fail to be im- 
pressed with the fact that there is a singular appro- 
priateness in the site which Kentucky has selected 
for the repose of her distinguished sons. Daniel 
' Boone never looked upon a fairer prospect than 
that which hia monument above the Kentucky 
Eiver commands, and the famous frontiersman's 
love for Kentucky upon first sight was like that of 
a man for a maid. 

That General Buckner sleeps beneath the Blue 
Grass turf will be an added reason why residents 
of Frankfort, and other Keutucliiaus, should make 
•n oeeasionri' pilgrimage ^o the State Cemetery for 
recreation in the better sense of the term— to 
"create anew" ideas and ideals of life, basing 
them upon contemplation of the lives of those who 
lived- worthily, who died wept and honored, and 
who are sung by the .soughing pines when the wind.s 
■weep across the tomh.<) of soldier and civilian 
whose services to their people are recorded upon 
tatdeta of stone. 

General Buckner loved Kentucky's mountains 
and meadowlands, ker forests and Hlreums, as well 
as any man ainee Boone. He had the happincia to 
apend nearly a century in Kentucky. His life span- 
ned the greater part of her history as a State. lie 
saw the frontiersman s axe blaze the way for farm 
and town, tor road and school and chureh when 
the red deer gazed with astonished eyes upor 
^ J^e bustle of the invasion. He was — under anmi 
'^'^d in civil servioe—flrst a Kentuokian, then an 
jiWNfian,.and last a Kentuckian. He lived a long 
life and lived it well. He had the rare good for- 
tune to remain mentally and spiritually young to 
th« end. He died aa painlessly and peacefully as a 
"child passes from piny to slumber." Now that his 
lojiglife i8"round('d \nth a sleep, "the silent tent of 
the brave soldier and plain-living, high-thinking 
gtixtleman will be q>read "on fame '■ eternal cunp- 
in(i ground." The inscription upon his monument 
wjU serve aa an inspiration to young Kentuckians 
whoae feet will tread softly the silent pathways to 
hk tomb when another century of Kentucky's his- 
tory' has heen written and the moss is thieU ui>on 
marble that now gleams white upaii tlie hill above 
the river. — ^Frankfort Journal.

Joseph H. Grundy, the president of a company at 
Bristol, Pa., employing a thousand persons spin 
ning yarns, predicted in an interview in the Phila- 
delphia Press the other day that the country is on 
the verge of a period of depression much more se 
vere and of much longer duration than was the 
case in 1907. He'Uid th« fault at the tariff. 

The iron and .sfeel industry is generally acceptec 
as the best business barometer. The trade journals 
report the mills and furnaces to be operating at 
only about haif their capacity and (piote the iron- 
masters are complaining that reduced prices fai 
to attract orders. All this is not to be wondered 
at. The 'buainew 'worid ia simply marking time' 
until it sees what Congress ia foing to do. But it 
hurts. 

Indiana grain men in a position to apeak advised- 
ly believe that flie price of Indiana corn is five 
cents lower at tlie elevators than it would be ex- 
cept for the reduction of duty on agricultural im- 
ports in the new tariff bill, and the eonaequent 
invasion of the Ainerioan market by Argentine 
corn. They also believe that the reduction of fifty 
per cent, in the duty on hay haa eloaed the eastern 
markets to the middle west farmer through tha in- 
troduction of the Canadian product. They do not 
venture an estimate on the effect had on the price 
of wheat und oats by the tariff reduetions, but say 
thiit Canadian oats are being shipped as far south 
as Texas in active competition with tha American 
product.

Is ."ifll miles. From the iHdsware to 
the SuH(|U('hainiu, 0-4 miles, th^e wait n 
very rude and primitive railroad, the 
motive power of whieb waa at first 
horse jinwor. At ("olunibia, '^uino 22 
miles bolow Ihirrisburg, 011 the Hun- 
quehanna the canal proper began which 
extended along the banks of the Sus- 
quehanna and Juniata clear up to Ifol 
li(inysl)Ur>r af tlio foot of the AllrjjliiMiy 
mountains, a distance of 171) milcM. 
Then eamo iaelined planes and a port- 
age railway over the dividing ridge tf^d 
along a tunnel of a Jittle over one mile 
in length to Johnstown, 80 miles and 
then again a eanal along and down the 
waters of the Allegheny to PIttaburg.
